Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of intermittently energizing a 
germicidal lamp , which emit UVC radiation during and after a cooling cycle of an air handler 
unit for organically clean the surface. The closest cited art Hollander (5,334,347) discloses 
continuously emitting radiation.
